Has Varied Career. 


Ho remained there until he was 15 


years old. when he started to make a 
living for hiniselt.

In 1S53 he 
went to Australia and 


started a business In his own name. 
lie prospered and at the end of three 
years dissolved the llrm and returned 
to Uoston. He engaged In various 
business enterprises. In nearly all of 
which he was successful, and In 1S83 
be went to England and soon became 
Identified with the Fenian movement. 
He finally was Imprisoned in Down- 
Patrick. Ireland. 
On his release he 


returned to America and continued 
to lend his assistance to the Irish 
cause.

He sold his psychic force 
overcame all obstacles, enabled him 
to overturn Japan's passport system, 
caused him to bo mistaken for the 
mikado, helped him to beat the fastest 
boats and got in ahead of the English 
malls. 


Mr. Train .often told tho history of 


his life and the pathetic story of the 
tJeath-s of his family by yellow fever.

prices affect their laying but tho 
wlnoncres tell them that If they do 
not lay now they will have to do ex- 
tra time In the spring anil perhaps 
the annual mid-winter strike Is brok- 
en. 
The Farm Student's Review 


toils the farmer how to make the 
wandering and versatile hen lay In 
the following mnntU',r. 
Perhaps It 


may help tho prices In Janesvllle and 
Its vicinity and so Is given freely for 
the public good: 


In planning tho winter 
campaign 


with the hens tho first consideration 
Is • the poultry house. 
Examine It 


carefully, give It a thorough cleaning 
artel whitewashing, and carefully bat- 
ten all cracks to keep out the cold. 
In some cases It Is a good plan to 
bank up tho building with earth for 
a height of two or three feet. 


Cover tho lloor with straw 
or 


chaff, which should, be renewed at 
least once a week. 
This covering 


Is for tfto purposes, to keep 
tho 


hens' feet warm nnd to furnish exer- 
cise by making them 
scratch 
for 


their grain, which should be scatter- 
ed In the straw. 


For the morning feed give tho hens 
a innsdi made of a mixture of bran, 
shorts, and cornmeal, chopped clov 
er hay. and a little condition powder 
In the form of red popper. 
This 


should all bo stirred up with enough 
hot. water to make a thick, crumbly 
mas.\ 


It Is a good plan to put In a hand- 


ful of broken plaster for every ten 
hens. 
If you have no broken* plast- 
er, make mortar, tho name as for 
mason work and lot It harden, then 
break It up. Give tho hens only ns 
much of this mahli ns they will eat 
up clean In a short time. 


At noon give them some cabbage, 


beets, or turnips, or any kind 
of 


greon food to' keep them busy. Feed 
them their grain (wheat or oats) to- 
ward evening nnd let them scratch 
In tho straw for It. Vary their feed 
once In a while by cleaning out tho 
horses' mangers and giving the chaff 
to the hens to scratch over.
